which held highly commendable shows 
during the past three winters, 
some 
months ago voted to dispose of their 
equipment arui it was sob! to various 
Biglerville people. 
The 
boards 
and 
coops, which 
composed 
the 
greater 
sharp of the holdings, were purchased 
by C. E. Heat rick and. it 
is 
under­ 
stood. can be secured 
here, if 
it 
is 
decided to hold the annual exhibit in 
Gettysburg. 
At the meeting at which it was de­ 
cided to dispose of the equipment 
it 
was also decided to have the 
charter 
annulled but, so far as is now known, 
no steps have been taken in 
this di­ 
rection. 
The local parties having in charge 
the solicitation of funds believe that 
there w ill he no trouble about getting 
a suitable building 
in 
which to dis­ 
play the chickens, turkeys, ducks, and 
other exhibits. 
It is further believed 
that, with the

York business men cannot see how 
the powers that be ran overlook 
the 
Lincoln highway and 
distribute 
the 
$260,(KTH 
appropriation 
entirely 
to 
other sections of the state, 
and they 
have started agitation that 
promises 
some results. They do not expect 
to 
get much of a slice, for $260,000 will 
not go very far toward the acquiring 
of toll roads, hut a little bit, if devot­

A fter an investigation 
of 
the re­ 
cent head-on collision on the Western 
Maryland Railway, near Thurmont, in 
which several lives were 
lost, 
Chief 
Engineer Charles S. 
Phelps, of 
the 
Public Service Commission, 
on Wed­ 
nesday, submitted to the 
commission 
a report of the investigation, accom­ 
panied with two recommendations: 
1. That the Western Maryland Rail­ 
way Company proceed to 
equip 
its 
lines with automatic 
block 
signals, 
so that operations will 
he 
so 
con­ 
trolled between the junction of single 
and double tracks at, 
Emory 
Grove 
and Virginia avenue, Cumberland; and 
2. Pending the 
equipment 
of 
the 
line with block signals that the train 
dispatcher ho relieved of the duty 
of 
picking up and placing empty freight 
cars along the 
line 
under 
control; 
ihat his duties he directed 
solely 
to 
controlling tho movement of trains on 
the line. 


These recommendations were based 
upon an investigation of the collision 
by Mr. Russell, superintendent of in­ 
spectors of the commission, and 
In­ 
spector Ellis. On the causes 
of 
the 
accident, 
Mr. 
Phelps 
says 
among 
other things; 


“ It appears that the train dispatch 
•rig over I HO miles of line, which was 
formerly 
handled 
by 
both 
Hilien 
Station, Baltimore, and from Hagers­ 
town, was at the time of 
the 
acci­ 
dent all handled from Hagerstown. In 
addition to his regular duties of con­ 
trolling the movements of trains over 
these IHI) miles, the dispatcher is allo 
charged with the duty of distributing 
empty freight cars 
as and when re­ 
quired.

The workers, moat of whom are ol 
foreign birth 'and unorganized, asseal 
bled at 'the gates of the plant, and; 
disorder, which then began, lasted un 
til nearly noon. 
At that time the police, assisted by 
deputy sheriffs and firemen, brought 
the situation under at least tempor 
ary control. The police say several 
thousand persons took part in the at 
lack. 
Of the fifty-three injured taken to 
ilia Bayonne hospital fifty are men 
and boys, who fought about the gate* 
of the plant; the other three are po 
Beemen. 
Inspector Daniel Cady had 
a horse shot trom under him snd latei 
narrowly escaped serious injury when 
he was surrounded by rioters near s 
fire house, where he had gone to stop 
an attack. 
Sheriff Eugene Kiukead, of Hudson 
county, arrived aud took command 
In en endeavor to bring an end ti 
disorder by persuasion, 
the 
therm 
rode in his motor car to a square 
where bvv persons were assembled to 
discuss the strike 
aud 
watch 
the 
gates. 
Stsudiug iu his car, he addressee 
the crowd, telling the men they must 
remain (Aderly, and whet his duties 
were in the situation. He called on 
every man who would obey him tc 
hold up his band, aud a majority did 
so.

There were. three separate attacks 
by 'the tloters. The first was at the

house of an engine

after which the crowd moved on and 
attacked the police, near the main 
gate of the Standard Oil plant. Three 
rioters were injured by bullets from

pistols before the 
crowd left.
